S.R.O. 95. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rule? further to 
amend the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules, 1960, namely: — 

1. These Rules may be called the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) 
tenth amendment Rules, 1963. 

2. In the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules, 1960 — 

(a) In rule 31 of the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules 

1960 the existing Explanation shall be renumbered as Explanation II 
and before that Explanation aa so renumbered, the following 
Explanation shall be inserted, namely: — 

"Explanation 1. — A Subscriber who is granted refused leave shall be 
deemed to have quit the service from the date of compulsory 
retirement or on the expiry of an extension of service. 

(b) After the Note below Explanation II, as renumbered the following 

Explanation shall be inserted; namely: — 

“Explanation III. — When a subscriber is transferred without any break, 
to the service under a body corporate owned or controlled by 
Government, the amount ox subscriptions, together with interest 
thereon, shall not be paid to him but shall be transferred, with the 
consent of that body, to his new Provident Fund account under 
that body." 

(c) After rule 35, the following rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“35-A. Procedure on transfer to Government service of a person from 

the service under a body corporate owned or controlled by 
Government: — 

If .a Government servant admitted to the benefit of the Fund was pre- 
viously a subscriber to any Provident Fund of a body corporate 
owned or controlled by Government, the amount of his sub- 
scriptions and the employer’s contribution, if any, together with 
interest thereon shall be transferred to his credit in the Fund 
with the consent of that body."
